Chairman Hammer next introduced: C. E. 3riges, former District Secretary of 
the A.N.A.; Clarence A. Hahn, Muscatine Coin Club president; Dr. J. R. 
Schneider, guad City Coin Club vresident; L. G. Rogers, Cornbelt Coin Club 
president; Jalter P. sohler, Ames Numismatic Society president and Milton 
Radke, Des Moines Coin Club president. 

At the business meeting, a motion for formation of a state organization was 
adovted unanimously. A motion that the chairman appoint a committee to draw 
up a model constitution and by-laws suitable for adoption later in the day 
was carried. V. Leon %elt, Waterloo, was appointed committee chairman. 

Ted 2. Hammer and Earl M. Cole were elected president and secretary-treas- 
urer resvectively, despite Hammer's expressed wish that others be given the 
honor of office so that he and Cole could continue their work as District 
Secretaries. 

The next state meeting was set for October in Des Moines. R. E. McLain was 
appointed chairman of the committee for the next meeting. 

The youngest collector at the convention was 12- year -old Blair Smith, 

who became interested in collecting through the gift of a penny board. C. E. 
Briees, whose A.N.A. number was 307, was the oldest A.N.A. member attending. 
Georre A, Emery won first prize for the most unique display of coins and 

7 J. ‘iarnes won first prize for best display. 

7. Henri Rivstra delivered the featured talk. He told of a woman who had 
written him in regard to the sale of a Colunbian half dollar. She said she 
had received an offer of 5500 for’it, and would like to have him sell it for 
her for a commission, and even sent tracings of the coin. Ripstra in this 
way illustrated in his speech that many people (even today) are mis-informed 
On the value of coins and exvect unreasonable vremiums, 

Ripstra urged collectors to keen a reasonable amount of gold -- in accord- 


ance with the amount to be set un by the Treasury Department, and that it

M. Vernon Sheldon then svoke on the display vieces which were products of 
Ripstra's work -- a falboa medal, a Helen Culver medal and a Lincoln plaque, 
Sheldon also spoke on his display of ancient Greek coins.
